Britain Seeks Dye Export Markets 
Domestic Turnover of $20,000,000 Not Sufficient to Give Competing 








Costs—Prices cut 10 per cent and Manufacturing Cost 20 per cent 


in Last Year. 


Present position and future pros- 
pects of Britain’s dye industry have 
recently been reviewed authorita- 
tively from the producer’s and con- 
sumer’s angles. Lord Ashfield, 
chairman of British Dyestuffs Corp. 
and Sutcliffe Smith, president of 
Color Users’ Association, believe 
that production cheap enough to 
enable British dyes to compete in 
international markets can be achiev- 
ed only by a national combine 
similar to that in Germany. 

Since 1921, when the industry was 
first sheltered by restricting im- 
ports, it has made steady progress 
in the home market. Mr. Smith 
stated that in 1925 import licenses 
for 1,500 tons of dyes were issued, 
against 18,390 in 1913. 3ut the 
home turnover, which is estimated 
not to exceed $20,000,000, does not 
allow British companies to produce 
on a scale large enough to bring 
prices down to a competitive ex- 
port point. 

The Safeguarding of Industries 
Act, under which the industry is 
protected, has recently been ex- 
tended for 10 years. <A_ deputa- 
tion of British consumers has re- 
ported that prices on the continent 
are still well below the British 
level. 

Lord Ashfield stated that British 
prices have fallen steadily since 
1921, the decrease amounting to 
nearly 60 per cent. In the past 
vear, British Dyestuffs Corp. cut 
prices by more than 10 cents a 
pound and manufacturing costs by 
20 per cent. Thus the British pro- 
ducers are working for a world- 
competitive figure. It was hoped 
that reduced prices would result 
in an increased volume of trade, 
but although the corporation’s $1,- 
250,000 profits enabled a maiden 
21%4 per cent dividend to be paid, 
business was disappointing and em- 
phasized the inelasticity of demand. 

Producers and consumers agree 


that export markets must be de- 
veloped, as production restricted to 
small home demands cannot reach 
an economic basis. The German 
dye combine has lately been 
strengthening its foreign selling 
agencies, so that unless an agree- 
ment is reached with them the 
British fear keen competition. 

Great Britain’s exports of dyes 
in 1925 were 10 per cent greater 
in volume than in 1924. British 
exports of alizarine dyes, however, 
fell off 10 per cent. The increases 
were in synthetic indigo and other 
dyes. 

The Island of Taiwan (Formosa), 
produced 3,067,379 pounds of nat- 
ural indigo paste in 1925, a small 
increase over 1924. The produc- 
tion is mostly consumed by the large 
Formosan-Chinese population for 
indigo-dyed cloth. 

Canada, in the fiscal year ending 
March 31, 1926, imported 955,283 
pounds of refined naphthalene in 
flakes and balls, a 50 per cent in- 
crease over the previous year. Ger- 
many tripled its share of this trade 
by exporting 607,700 pounds to 
Canadian ports. 

The 53,336 pounds of refined 
naphthalene imported by Canada 
from the United States was a sub- 
stantial gain for the year.

As the German-Japanese trade 
treaty which has recently been the 
subject of negotiations is expected 
to be signed next Fall and will then 
include the unimpaired exportation 
of German dyestuffs to Japan, 
stock of the I. G. Farbenindustrie, 
which has recently undergone a 
rapid upward movement on the 
German stock exchanges, is being 
sought with unabated intensity. 

The removal of Japanese import 
barriers on dyestuffs will, so it is 
explained by the Berlin office of 
the dye cartel, cause a considerable 
increase in the I. G.’s export busi- 
ness. Director Waibel, the export 
manager of the I. G. dye depart- 
ment, is now on his way back from 
Yokohama, and it is indicated he 
has been successful in overcoming 
some of the technical obstacles 
which stood in the way of the I. 
G, 

He has also convinced Japanese 
officials that German dyes will 
greatly improve the rating of the 
Japanese textile industries. 

To finance nitrate business, the 
capital of the Trust is being in- 
creased from 646,000,000 marks to 
1,100,000,000 marks to be issued at 
150 marks per share, says a finan-
